We would recommend that our delegation should raise the 
sum of Twenty-Kight Thousand Dollars to defray the expenses 
of the County yearly, for the next two years, and pay on the 
debts of the County. 


THE COUNTY FARM AND ALMSHOUSE. 


The expenditures for the year have been a little in excess of 
last year on account of a lot of wood bought near the Alms- 
house at very low price, which will be suilicient for the institu- 
tion for the next three years, without cutting from the farm. 
The iustitution has remained under the eflicient superintend- 
ence of Mr. and Mrs. Manson, whose services have been high- 
ly acceptable to the Commissioners, and, we think, to the 
public. We feel assured that under their care the institution 
is made a home that should be appreciated by the poor and un- 
fortunate, and we think, in many instances, the best home they 
ever had, and it is right that it should be made a true home, 
for the worthy poor are entitled to the best of care and respect. 


OUTSIDE .POOR. 


There has been paid to the several towns in the County for 
the relief of outside poor $7,432 81, out of this amount has 
been paid $2,313 25 for the relief of dependent soldiers and 
sailors and their families who are to be supported away from 
the County Farm agreeable to the act passed by the Legislature 
in 1885. <A large part of the sum last mentioned, we think, is 
mistaken charity, for we do not think it advisable to hold out 
inducements to encourage intemperance, laziness, or shiftless- 
ness. Neither do we think it advisable to hold out induce- 
ments to parents to bring their children up in such a way, or 
make paupers of them on account of inducements held out by 
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the General Court when they are amply able to provide for 
themselves and families in a proper manner. Is it not a mis- 
take to aid such? Woes not every penny expended for them 
make their condition worse? ‘The County has provideda home 
for its poor and supplied it with every comfort that can reasonably 
be asked, and in our opinion it would be better to remove the 
intemperate, lazy, shiftless, and dead beats to that home, and 
it appears to us a mistake and very expensive to heed the sen- 
timentality that keeps such a person from being taken to some 
place where he can be properly treated. We don’t wish to 
convey the idea that we have no respect for the soldier, for 
such is not the case. We think that ‘all honest soldiers should 
be protected and cared for whether poor or otherwise and we 
feel much indebted to them for their efficient services in the 
past. We only allude in the above to the dead beats, which 
are not appreciated by any well-thinking person, whether he 
be a soldier or not. We would respectfully recommend that 
the incoming Legislature repeal or modify the law before men- 
tioned, and give the public a remedy for the infection that is 
fast spreading in our midst.
